PART I. 

We, the Commissioners appointed by the Land Law (Ireland) Act, 1881, bet? to 
submit to Your Excellency, in pursuance of the 55th section of that Act, this Report of 
our proceedings during the twelve months ended on the 21st of August, 1886. 

Four Sub-Commissions were employed during that period ; and owing to the distance 
at which farms requiring inspection now lie from each other, being greater than hereto- 
fore, progress m settling rents by each Sub-Commission engaged, has been slower than 
in preceding years. 

I he number of fair rent cases disposed of by Sub-Commissions in the year under Fair Rents 
review was 3,631 ; by Civil Bill Courts, excluding transfers to the Court of the Land fixed in 
Commission, 286 ; Total, 3,917. Court. 

The entire number disposed of both by Sub-Commissions and Civil Bill Courts from 
the passing of the Land Law Act to the 22nd August, 1886, was 122,628. The 
number of fair rent cases awaiting trial by the Land Commission on the 22nd August 
was 2,431, and by Civil Bill Courts, 1,513. 

The number ot appeals to the Land Commission from decisions of Sub-Commissions 
Civil Bill Courts disposed of in the year was 4,628. The total number disposed 
of from the passing of the Act to the 22nd August, 1886, was 15,701. The number of 
appeals pending at that date was 5,536 ; 8,990 were pending on the 22nd of August a , 
1885. 1,174 appeals were lodged or reinstated during the year. ’ Appeals. 

Fair rents have been settled during the year by Court Valuers without litigation in Fair Rents 
60 cases. 740 rents had been previously settled by Court Valuers and by arbitration fixed by 
under the 40th section of the Act. Valuers. 

During the twelve months covered by this Report 3,991 rents were fixed in the By A-ree- 
Land Commission by agreement between Landlord and Tenant, under section 8 sub- ment.° 
section 6 of the Act, and 204 in Civil Bill Courts. The total number of rents settled 
by agreement up to the 22nd of August was 82,076 in the Land Commission, and 6,349 
in the Civil Bill Courts. 

The entire number of fair rents fixed by all the methods provided in the Act between Total Fair 
the 21st of August, 1881, and the 22nd of August, 1886, was 176,927. The number Rent Cases 
of cases withdrawn, dismissed, or struck out in Court during the same period was disposed of. 
35,053. The total number disposed of was 211,980. 14 orders by Sub-Commissions, 
under the 19th section of the Act, for the erection or improvement of Labourers’ Labourers’ 
Cottages were made during the year. 788 such orders had previously been made. Cottages, 
the total number was 802. ho order under the above section has ever, so far as we 
are aware, been made by a Civil Bill Court. 

During the year 10,004 copies of orders made by the Land Commission and by Sub- Copies of 
commissions, and 4,826 certificates of the filing of agreements under section 8 sub- Orders and 
section 6, have been issued, — each copy order and each certificate of filing having been C ff5i£ cates 
paid for by a Shilling Land Commission Stamp. of Fllln S- 

Three applications .to have leases declared void, under the 21st section of the Act have Leases de- 
een disposed of during the year. The . total number disposed of since the passing of dared void. 

Act was 1,402. There were 75 applications awaiting trial on the 22nd August. 
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An Act to amend the Labourers (Ireland) Act, 1883, was passed on the 14th of 
August, 1885. This amending Act imposed new duties upon us, and in pursuance of 
the provisions thereof, we immediately drew up Rules and Forms for the regulation of 
practice in any proceedings taken in the Land Commission under that Act, and under 
the Labourers (Ireland) Act, 1883. 

A further Act, amending the two preceding Labourers Acts, was passed on the 25th 
of June, 1886. No addition or alteration to our Rules was necessary in consequence 
of the passing of this third Labourers Act. 

The stage in proceedings under the Labourers Acts, where the intervention of the 
Land Commission may be required, is when the Local Government Board has authorized 
the Sanitary Authority of any Union to take compulsorily any lands for the purposes 
of the Acts for any term not exceeding 99 years. The Sanitary Authority, or the 
owner of the land to be taken, may then apply to the Land Commission to fix the rent, 
terms, provisions and conditions to which each plot of ground on which a labourer’s 
cottage is to be built shall be subject. The Land Commissioners are bound to comply 
with such an application, but may, if they think fit, delegate their powers in the matter 
to a Sub-Commission. When a case has been determined by a Sub-Commission, an 
appeal lies to the three Land Commissioners, whose decision is final. 

363 applications were received b} 1- us up to the 22nd August for orders fixing rents 
under the provisions of the Labourers Acts. Rents and other terms were fixed in 186 
cases, the average rent of each plot of ground, not exceeding half an acre, taken for 
building purposes, being 12s. 6d. 37 applications were withdrawn after being lodged, 

the Sanitary Authority in these cases desiring to prepare a new scheme. 

In the Church Property Branch of the Commission the collection of revenue has not 
been satisfactory. 

The total amount collected during the year ended March 31, 1886, was £499,204. 
The arrears due on that date were more by £45,500 than on the 31st March, 1885. 

The increase of arrears is owing in a great measure to the difficulty which the land- 
lords, who pay much the larger part of the Church revenue, have experienced in 
collecting their rents. 

The tenant purchasers under the Irish Church Act have discharged their liabilities 
fairly well considering the circumstances of the times, but in many instances their 
arrears also have increased. 

The 23rd section of the Purchase of Land (Ireland) Act, 1885, provides that in the case 
of tenant-purchasers under the provisions of the 5th sub-section of the 34th section of the 
Irish Church Act, 1869, the rate of interest payable by those purchasers, the balance 
of whose outstanding purchase money was secured by simple mortgage, should be 
reduced from 4 per centum per annum— the rate fixed in the Church Act— to 3& per 
cent., on condition of all arrears of interest being paid up, and that there should be 
a like reduction in the rate of interest payable by purchasers the balance of whose out- 
standing purchase money was secured by “ instalment mortgages,” with the further 
boon to instalment mortgagors that the period of their annuities should be extended to 
forty- nine years, from the date of the commencement of their existing annuities — the 
maximum period for an annuity in repayment of a loan having been fixed by the 
Church Act at thirty-two years. 

The condition as to the discharge of arrears applies to “ instalment mortgagors ” as 
well as to “ simple mortgagors.” 

A considerable number of tenant-purchasers under the Irish Church Act have taken 
advantage of the provisions of this section. 740 applications have been received from 
instalment mortgagors entitled to the relief afforded. 

In 85 of these relief cannot at present be given because the condition of payment 
of arrears to the last “gale day ’’has not been complied with. A few applications 
after having been lodged have been withdrawn, — the mortgagors preferring on further 
consideration the terms of their existing mortgages. 

In 1,132 cases the interest on “ simple mortgages ” has been reduced from 4 to 3| 
per cent. In 362 cases the reduction of interest on such mortgages has been postponed 
on account of the non-payment of arrears. 

The loss of present revenue by the operation of the 23rd section of the Purchase of 
Land Act may be approximately stated to be — on instalment mortgages, £4,330, on 
simple mortgages, £1,780 : but as regards instalment mortgages the absolute loss is only 
that part of £4,330 which is interest. The principal due will eventually be paid in full, 
but as the period of repayment has been extended, the amount annually redeemed 
is smaller than before. 
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The Rentals of tithe-rentcharge furnished by the clergy in 1870, not having generally Invesfciga- 
supplied information as to the lands liable to tithe-rentcharge sufficient for the purposes , of . 
of collection, an Investigator was appointed by the Church Commissioners to visit ^ Tithe- CS 
parishes in which difficulties of . collection arose, to ascertain the exact liabilities of the Rentcharge. 
different lands in such parishes, and to mark off the lands on the Ordnance map. 

In 1884, we thought it desirable to expedite this work of investigation, and in 
September of that year we, with the consent of the Treasury, appointed four additional 
Investigators. 

During the period covered by this Report 123 parishes containing 1,900,000 acres, 
and subject to £19,000 annual tithe-rentcharge paid by 2,432 persons have been fully 
investigated and mapped. 

The original debt of £9,000,000 incurred by the Church Commissioners for the 
purposes of the Irish Church Act has been reduced during the year by £176,464. The 
balance of that debt now due is £4,223,851. 

Within the same period we borrowed £65,500, viz., £50,000 for the purposes of the Charges on 
Sea Fisheries Act, 1883, £10,000 for the Piers and Roads Commission under the Poor tlie CJlurcl1 
Relief (Ireland) Act, 1886, and £5,500 for the purposes of Relief of Distress (Ireland) Estate - 
Acts, 1880, and we repaid £5,000 of the Sea Fisheries Act Loan, and £1,036 of the 
Relief of Distressed Unions Act Loan. 

The liabilities of the Church Estate have therefore been reduced within the twelve 
months covered by this Report by £117,000.

During the year under review a sum of £400 7s. 5 cl. was paid under the 1st section, Arrears of 
sub-section 1 of the Arrears of Rent Act, in respect of arrears of rent extinguished Rent Act - 
on forty-eight holdings ; £4,208 8s. 2c?. in respect of arrears extinguished on 584 hold- 
ings, though ordered, remains still unpaid and unclaimed by the parties entitled thereto. 

Out of the total amount lodged in Court by tenants in pursuance of section 1, sub- 
section 5, £147 12s. 4d. was paid to the persons entitled thereto. £948 16s. Id. 
remains still unclaimed and payable under this sub-section. 

Under the 16th section of the Act which provides for advances being- made to 
landlords for the extinguishment of tenants’ arrears in cases of holdings where the 
tenement valuation does not exceed £50, the sum of £59 16s. 6d. was advanced in 
respect of two holdings. 

Under the 17th section, which enables landlords to obtain a remission of public 
charges upon arrears of rent extinguished under the Act, 66 claims for return of 
income tax amounting to £472 18s. 7c?. — in respect of £22,685 5s. 10c?. rent ex- 
tinguished,— were received and transmitted to the Inland Revenue Department with 
the proper certificates attached. In respect of Quit Rent, 3 claims were received 
for a remission of £5 16s. 6c?. on £4,460 19s. 5c?. arrears of rent extinguished, and were 
certified and forwarded to the Quit Rent Office, and 36 claims were received and 
allowed in the Church Property Branch of the Land Commission, on account of tithe 
rentcharge involving a remission of £816 3s. in respect of arrears of rent extinguished 
to the amount of £ 14, 7 90.

of their holdings is made, all advances to tenants to enable them to purchase their farms 
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weie repayable m thirty-five years by an annuity of 5 per cent, of the amount advanced

tive features of the Purchase of Land Act, 1885, are,— 1, That any advance made is to 
bo repaid bv an annuity of 4 per cent, of the advance running for forty-nine years ; and 
2, That the whole price of a holding may be advanced if repayment of the loan be 
secured by a guarantee deposit of not less than one-fifth of such price. 

. lhis deposit may either be provided by the tenant or by any person— such as an 
incumbrancer— wilhng to secure the advance, or by the retention of the deposit out of 
the purchase-money with the consent of the landlord entitled to such purchase-money

By the intervention of the Land Commission, the acquisition of their holdings by 
tenants of estates which are the subject of proceedings in the Land Judges Court, is 
much facilitated. ° ’ 

Holdings in such estates cannot always be sold in that Court in separate lots, and 
the > costs of conveyancing are considerable. The purchase in the Land Judges Court 
either of entire estates, or of lots, by the Land Commission, with a subsequent resale 
and transfer by vesting order to each tenant of his holding, is the most convenient and 
cheapest plan that can be adopted m the interest of tenants of estates in the Land 
Judges Court who wish to buy their farms.
